Government Consulting Engineer De- 
scribes Progress of Work on the 
New Transcontinental. 


Winnipeg Free Press—Collingwood 
Sebreiber, consulting engineer to the 
Pominion government, and chief en- 
ginecr for the western division of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific for the govern- 
ment, is in the city and, after spend- 
ing today at the local G. T. P. offices, 
he will go to Portage la Prairie, 
where the construction work is in pro- 
gress. He left Ottawa on Thursday 
evening and arrived here on Saturday 
night, travelling in an official car of 
the government railways. Mr. Schrei- 
ber was accompanied by his wife and 
HA. D Lumsden, chief engineer of the 
eastern division of the G. T. P. from 
Winnipeg to Moncton. 

Mr. Schreiber, on being interviewed 
Isst night, stated that the construc- 
tio was proceeding fairly well. con- 
sidering the great difficulty in obtain- 
ing labor. ‘“‘The labor isn’t in the 
country, and cannot be obtained,”’ he 
remarked. “‘That is the trouble. They 
are working from Portage la Prairie 
up as far as Edmonton. The work is 
generally pretty well covered. The 
distance is 730 miles; and of that 
there would probably be some 200 
miles graded. I fully anticipate that 
the rails will be laid to Edmonton be- 
fore the snow flies next year. Of 
course,t his depends much upon the 
labor market; if there is a shortage 
it will take longer.
